1. The Polish Navy possessed 18 submarines in the fall of 1949.% ALL submarines 
were equipped with asdic and radar sets. The largest submarine of the Polish 
Navy hac a displacement of 2,000 tons. In addition, the Polish Navy possessed 
four destroyers, 12 mine layers and mine sweepers and 8 motor gunboats cach of 
@aich carried four to eight depth charges in acdition to its main armament.ih+ 


2. Fourteen submarincs held a major exercise south and cast of Gotland Island in 
April and May 1949. They called once at the Soviet harbor of Memel where four 
large Soviet submarincs and a submarine tender were bertued at that time. 


3- The Polish submarine RYS was arnec with one 102m gun, six AA guns and cight 
torpedo tubes. The torpedecs, supnlied by the Soviet Navy, left bubble- 
free tracks. The submarine was also equipped with both asdie and radar sets. 
The 2¥S was capable of diving to a depth of 50 meters within 30 seconds, 
Diving exercises were at first held at depths ranging between lO and 50 meters 
and after initial training, at depths of 100 meters and over. The LYS can 
descend to 250 meters without danger. 


25X11 % Comonts According to available records Poland has only three submarines, 
che iitG, SEP and ZBIK, all built prior to World Jar IT. It is » of course, 
possible that several submarines have been placed at the disposal of the Polish 
Navy by the U.5.5.R. Hoover, it seons improbable that the vessels wore built 
in Polish shipyards after the war, as the yards still appear incapable of 
building such craft.
